FORCING LILY OF THE VALLEY. 


While not presuming to teach experienced plantsmen how to grow Valley, we take pleasure in giving here a 
few notes on the subject for the benefit of those who are not experienced init. The hints here given are by a 
practical grower, and may be depended on as reliable. 

Size and consequently good quality in the flowers of the Lily of the Valley depend entirely on the cultivation 
and the attention given to the preparation of the crowns. Immense quantities of these are annually imported from 
Germany to meet the demand for forcing purposes in this country. It is important to observe that those coming 
from Berlin are far better for early forcing than those received from Hamburg. The latter are generally much larger, 
but for some reason they cannot be depended on to start well, before January at the earliest. 

For this reason Berlin pips are to be preferred for early forcing. They should be planted rather thickly in pots. 
or boxes, and a little soil or cocoanut fibre lightly shaken among the roots, but not over the tops. The tops should be 
covered with moss. Another plan is to insert them similarly in propagating frames. The roots do not grow during 
this period, consequently it is immaterial which method is adopted. 

Plunge in a bottom heat of about 85 degrees, and if possible, maintain a surface temperature of 10 degrees less. 
This encourages the production of flowers and Jeaves at the same time—conditions not readily obtained with the 
earlier supplies, If pots or boxes are used, empty ones of a similar size may be inverted over them, to keep the 


crowns in a darkened position. This is considered beneficial in assisting to start them into growth. When close ~ 


frames are used similar conditions may be secured by covering the sashes so as to exclude the light. It is important 
that the soil be placed as lightly as possible round the roots, in order that the heat. may pass readily through it. 
Water of the same temperature should be given often enough to keep the whole well moistened. Bottom heat from 
an enclosed water tank with pipes lying in it is always more evenly distributed and not of such a drying nature as 
when the pipes are amongst the plunging or draining material. The very earliest batch not unfrequently fails; but 
if the crowns are good, and proper attention is given in forcing, each of the later ones may generally be relied upon 
to produce good flowers, An excellent plan for obtaining leaves, is to put in a few small one-year crowns along 
with the large three-year crowns.

CHEAP NAMED HYACINTHS. 


We would also call special attention to the ‘‘ cheap 
named ’’ Hyacinths, offered at page 9. Although not quite 
so large bulbs as those described above, they are superior 
to the common mixtures for forcing purposes, and are 
recommended for use to those who cannot use the highest 
grade of ‘‘named’”’ bulbs, but who would still like some- 
thing better than the cheapest mixtures. 


HOW TO FORCE DUTCH HYACINTHS. 


We append a few notes as to the proper treatment of 
Dutch Hyacinths. Hyacinth bulbs should be secured as 
soon as possible after they arrive in the fall, and potted 
singly in 5 or 6-inch pots, according to the size of the 
bulb. The pots may then be put away in some convenient 
place and covered with ashes. Coyering with ashes pre- 
vents the bulbs from rising when the new roots come in 
ue rls contact with the soil. A good compost is fibry loam and 
manure in about equal parts with some river sand intermixed. The pots should be filled lightly 
and the bulb pressed into the soil, so that its base is firmly fixed. This plan is better than 
partially filling the pot and afterwards covering the bulb. Before subjecting to any heat the 
bulbs should be well rooted, and the bulbs just commencing to expand. Where a succession of 
flower is the principal aim rather than a large quantity at one time, it is best to divide the bulbs 
and plant at intervals, from September to the end of November. In winter, forcing should be 
done in a structure where all possible light is admitted ; but in spring any warm house will do 
if not kept too much shaded. Ifa stock is wanted for spring sales the growth may be retarded 
by placing the plants in a house or pit with a North aspect. Plenty of water should always be 
applied, and manure water is beneficial after the flower spikes appear.

DOUBLE TULIPS.

Tulips, both single and double, are fine for pot culture; 
but preference must be given to the former as the most dis- 
tinct and beautiful, and the earlier flowering varieties 
especially are invaluable for forcing. We append a few notes 
on culture and best sorts for the benefit of those who may 
not have tried the forcing of tulips. 

A portion of the bulbs should be potted as soon as possible, 
after the arrival of the bulbs from Holland. 

From three to five bulbs, according to size, are requisite for 
a 5-inch pot and a compost of two parts loam to one of light 
manure with some sand intermixed is suitable. Afterwards 
plunge the pots in ashes or cocoanut fibre outside and intro- 
duce into gentle heat when the bulbs are well rooted and 
begin to push their shoots. Successional supplies should be 
similarly treated according to requirements and quantity of 
bulbs at command. 

Among the best varieties for forcing purposes may be men- 
tioned: 

Artus, brilliant dark scarlet, a large handsome and effec- 
tive flower; Belle Alliance, crimson-scarlet, a dwarf and 
early variety and a good lasting sort; Canary Bird, clear 
rich yellow, early; Chrysolora, deep yellow, large and
